No term in the entire voce ry of| 
mining and metallurgy has Probably 
been more abused nor more nnworthily 
used than has “True Fissure Vein,” | 
unless it be that kindred and equally 
overworked and abused expreasion ‘‘In-| 
creasing Richness with Depth,” says 
Mines and Minerals. 

Prospectures without number have 
used, and aro using, “the true fissure 
vein” as a bait, and as the open \sesame 
to the guileless investor's pocket. 

A number of very reputable eastern: 
dailies have. during the past year, con- 
tained glowing prospectuses and ad- 
vertisements of zinc propositions in the 
southwest, with the Joplin District, 
Mo., of course, as the centre. These 
prospectuses have laid great stress 
upon the true fissure character of the 
deposits underlying the proapectused 
properties. To the mining man this 
is, of course, a ludicrous absurdity 
and it is difficult to image anything 
much further remoyed from a true 
fissure vein than a Missouri zinc de- 
posit. To the tenderfoot investor, how- 
ever, the promise of zinc ore of the 
quality found comparatively near the 
surface in Missouri, extending to the 
depth of the great fissure veins of the 
Rock Mountains, is a most alluring 
prospect. 

Ascommonly understood, and as the 
prospectuses wish it understood, ‘'a 
true fissure yein” is a mineralized cav- 
ity in the earth's crust, extending toa 
considerable depth below the surface. 
The vein stone carries the pay ore, and 
this may or may not cortinue with’ 
depth. As far as depth is concerned, it 
is by no means settled tLat fissure yeins 
extend any deeper into the earth's crust 
than do bedded deposits, pipe veins, or 
contact yeins, and even if they do ex- 
tend to indefinite depths this is of little 
value, as the dimits of economical min- 
ing are reached at comparatively shal- 
low depths. A report or a prospectus 
which figures on deposits of unlimited 
depth is simply playing on the ignor- 
ance of the investor. 

The fact that many of the fissure 
veins of the Rocky mountainé and Pac- 
ifie coast regions have contained rich 
deposits of precious metals has made 
this term ‘‘true fi.sure vein” an easy 
one to be used on the unwary. There 
isa very alluring ring to the sound of 
the words, and they make « most e!o- 
quent text for the promoter. The in- 
vesting public is easily intoxicated by a 
few doses of true fissures. A practical 
miner also readily grasps hold of a true 
fissure vein, and the first ring of his 
pick satisfies him that he has the genu- 
ine article, and that it has its tap roots 
in the antipodes. 

P ty used, the term ‘true fissure” 
is ugefal and yery descriptive, but 
where used as an incantation to call up 
visions of wealth extending to unlim- 
ited depths it needs suppressing.

MINING NOTES. 


The Kitche Gummi gold minin 
company limited, has been incorpora 
with a share capital of one million 
dollars. 


Prof. Courtenay DeKalb. of the King- 
ston school of mines. inspector of 
mines for this district, was on a tour 
of inspection to the mines throughout 
this neighborhood a few days ago, 


A fine copper find has been made in 
Salter township, near Sudbury. The 
roperty is being developed by Major 
kie, of Sudbury, and Col. Thontp- 
son, of New York, and promises to turn 
out exceedingly well. The main yein 
has been traced for a distance of up- 
wards of a mile. 


The Canadian Goldfields have now 
the work of erecting their new mill 
well under way. The arsenic plant is 
also being doubled in order to meet the 
increase in work which will be required 
of it when the new mill begins opera- 
tions. An electric lighting plant with 
acapacity of two hundred lights has 
been purchased to furnish the light for 
the mine and werks and is being put in. 


Something that will be interesting to 
those who have peat bogs on their prop- 
erty is the fact that bog owners and 
peat merchants are complaining that 
they cannot supply the demand for bog 
blocks and that it is ever increasing. 
The dealers haye missed a great oppor- 
tunity of not laying in a big stock. 
There are enormous deposits available 
and only want digging and drying to 
make the finest fuel. The people haye 
discovered that the timely use of peat 
may materially lessen the coal bills. 
Peat fires can be made up at night and 
wil] burn steadily for eight or ten 
hours. 


The scientists on both sides of the sea

Ata meeting held at Madoc on Oct. 
ist, the following resolutions were 
adopted: [hat all third-class teachers 
who have second class non-profeasional 
standing may have their certificates re- 
newed without further examination. 
‘That holders of expired third-class cer- 
tificates who have only third-class non- 
— (primary) stending may 

ave their certificates renewed by pass- 
ing the final examinations of the county 
model school on December ilth and 
12th next. In all cases, the renewal of 
certificates shall be at the discretion of 
the board. Renewals will not. be 
granted to any who have giv.n proof 
of inefficiency, or whose professional 
certificates have been already renewed 
for three years. All applications for 
reneyals must be sent, before November 
19th,*to one of the county school in- 
spectors. With each application the 
applicant's non-professional and pro- 
fessional certificates should be sent. 
The board of examiners have taken the 
step indicated by the terms of the fore- 
going resolutions on account of the 
scarcity of teachers. This has been 
caused partly by the atolition of third- 
class non-professional certificates, and 
partly by the yory low salaries paid to 
teachers,

Home From Swan Valley. 

Mr. F. Aylesworth, who for several 
months has been employed in the Swan 
Valley district of Manitoba as Domin- 
ion land suryeyor. jarriyed home on 
Wednesday evening! last on a visit, 
While travelling through that country 
Mr. Aylsworth met several people 
from this neighborhood who have gone 
there to live: Mr. Alfred Harvey has 
taken up a whole section for himself 
and his three sons: About eighty-five 
acres haye becn cleared, off of which he 
has taken a larger crop than would 
have been possible from his old farm in 
this township. He has a comfortable 
house erected. Mr. Robt. Best, who 
formerly lived near Eldorado, has a 
nice prairie farm near one of the Indian 
trails leading from Fort Pelly to Swan 
lake, and has a neat log house erected, 
He also is doing well. Mr, David 
Gunn, who went to the Swan Valley 
three years a,o, last vear had twenty- 
five acres of wheat which was consider- 
ed the finest tield of grain ever grown 
in the valley. This year Mr. Gunn 
had considerable more land under cul- 
tivation and had again an ideal crop. 
Last year he rateed over five hundred 
bushels of potatoes, which he sold at 
$1 a bushel. 
cog construction work now going 
on in the district and the requirements 
of seed for new settlers, potatoes are in 
great demand. Mr. Ayleworth also 
met one of Mr. Wm. Shaw's sons, who 
told him that he was delighted with 
the country and its prospects, that 
he had seen more money in cir- 
culation there in one week than 
would be seen here in a year, and 
that, although he had been therea year, 
he would not come back to Ontario 
under any consideration. The Swan 
Valley. Mr. Aylaworth says, is special- 
ly adapted to mixed farming because 
it more resembles Ontario than does 
other sections of Manitoba and has 
more bush and better water supply. 
While there was « shortage in the crops 
of the southern part of the province on 
account of drought this year, the crops 
in the valley werefexceptionally good, 
owing to the abundance of rain. He 
also speaks enthusiastically of the 
Doukobors, who are settling on land 
which he was surveying. He says 
they area most desirable clasa of set- 
tlers, and far from being uncleanly, 
they are scrupulously neat, and their 
houses are models of cleanliness. They 
are thrifty, moral and intelligent, and 
have more push in them than the ma- 
jority of settiers who are credited with 
ein much their superiors in these 
qualities. They are rapidly adapting 
themselves to the new tions. 
They are learning the English language 
quickly and are adopting the customs of

On the hands we have all 
the mounts of the planctss When 
the society of the work centuries ago 
was crude, and ite philosophers «nore 
profound then at present, wander- 
ing tribes, gypsies and somads stum- 
bling upon afew facts of the palm 
“teld Kings and Eouperors startling 
things about themselves, and set wise 
heads to thinking. A little cunning 
and a few good guesses caused Plato 
to lay aside bis writings for a while 
and think upon the science of palm- 
latry and believe in it. Julius Caesar 
was a atudent of the art. Alexan- 
der the Great found time between 
battles to study it. Cicero was a 
Uellever in its truths. He compared 
the bands of criminale ‘and found 
lines that were common to most of 
them. Conclusions were drawn at 
®uch early periods, and public atten- 
tlon was called to them.

Dr. Perio claime that he cannot 
only read palms, bat is in a position 
to predict from the language thereon 
events which are to come.

Perin says Chat he predicted great 
loss of colonial territory to the Span- 
ish Crown years ago, when he first 


read the Queen's fate, as well as that 


of her empire. He told her that her 
son was to have a troublesome reign, 
but that he would not be deposed. [bt 
remains to be seen whether the last 
prediction come true. 

Some predictions of history are 
worth noting, to show that there is 
something wonderful about the al- 
leged power of the palmists to tell 
what isto happen. Marie Antoinette 
was the most loved of women. At 
one time, when 10,000 ewords would 
have ledped from their seabbards to 
avengé an insult to her, a palmist 
predicted that she and her King, 
Louisa XVL, woukl be food for the 
guillotine. The prediction came to 
pass. Abdul Acis was told that he 
would commit suicide. It was Dr. 
Perin who read his palm. All? else he 
believed, but. that be would not take 
to heart, yet 22 months after the 
prediction he cut his throat with a 
pair of @fiasors. 

Some palmists, at least, are will- 
ing to take their own medicine. This 
is evidenced in the case of Dr. Perin, 
and probably if the data was obtain- 
able other cases might be found of 
other palmista less great who would 
believe their own readings. While in 
Ohicago Dr. Perin made readings of 
the hands of two men, Paul Hirsch 
ami Louis Enright. These two men 
had been interested in contracting, 
and it seems had been the promoters 
of a railroad from Canon City and 
Cripple Creek, Colo. There was some 
trouble, however, and the result was 
that while the two men were away 
the Directors of the road swore out 
warrants against the men for em- 
bezzlement of $4,000, and they were 
arrested when they arrived in Den- 
ver at the Palace Hotel. It so hap 
pened that Dr. Perin read the news- 
paper accounts, and remembered the 
names of the men. He consulted his

A CONSERVATIVE CONVENTION. 


The Representatives of the Conservatives of 
North Hastings Again Select Mr. A. W. 
Carecalien, M.P. an Their Candidate -A 
Large Gathering at Madoc on Tuesday — 
Hon. Dr. Montague, MP. and Mr. E. F. 
Clarke, Delivered Excellent Addresses — 
Brief Addresses From Messrs. fH. Corby, 
M.P., Belleville, and J. W. Garvin, Peter - 
bere. 


On Monday of this week delegates 
from the north began to gather for the 
Conservative convention on the follow- 
ing day, and by ‘Tuesday at noon all 

rte of the riding were represented in 
fall force for the purpose of selecting a 
candidate for electron to the house of 
commons on November 7th. There 
were present : Hon. Dr. Moutieve M.P. 
for Haldimand ; Messrs. FE. F. Clarke. 
M.P.. Toronto; Henry Corby. M.P,, 
Belleville: W. J. Allen. M.P.P.. J. W. 
Gavin, Peterboro: Jas. English. war- 
den: J. W. Pearce, Marmora; J. E. 
Halliwell. Stirling; F. J. Thompson, 
president of the association ; and many 
others more or leas conspicuous in 
sublic polities. Nearly three hundred 
Selecates were present. Early in the 
afternoon the convention was held in 
the Masonic Hall when the election of 
ofticers, selection of a candidate and 
other business was transacted. Several 
gentlemen were nominated to the candi 
dature— Mr. Jas. English. county war- 
den: Mr. J. W. Pearce. Marmora; 
Mr. F. J. Thompson. president of the 
association: Mr. J. E. Halliwell, Stir- 
line. and Mr. Carscallen, M.P .—but 
all resigned except Mr. Carscallen, who 
was made the unanimous choice of the 
convention. The old officers of the 
association were re-elected namely 
Mr. F. J. Thompson, president: Mr. 
W. J. Moore, secretary; and Mr. Fred 
Rollins, treasurer. Thecandidate hay- 
ing been selected the delegates were no 
longer in secret session and the doors 
were opened to the public who gathered 
to hear the speaches. 

In replying to his nomination, Mr. 
Carscallen thanked the electors heartily 
for their support at his last election 
and f.r the honor and appreciation 
shown him in again selecting him as 
their candidate. He referred to the ex- 
travagance of the Laurier government 
and menti. ned a number of the monu- 
ments of folly that had been established 
thereby, He referred to its proposal to 
give away 3,700,000 acres of the best 
land of Canada in connection with the 
building of the Yukon railway, but this 
had been thrown out by the senate and 
that body has the credit of saving the 
country from such an awful extrava- 
gance. He referred also to the Dram- 
mond county railway deal which was 
put through by J. Israel Larte, the 
master of the administration, the 
Crow's Nest Pass railway, the emer: 
gency food scandal and the binder 
twine question. Some charges had 
been made against him because he had 
not visited the various parts of the rid- 
ing. He offered an apology for this 
through his very poor health in 1896 at 
the time of the elections. He had at- 
tended faithfully to his parliamentary 
duties and had looked yigorously after 
the interests of his riding and if again 
elected would continue to devote his 
best services for his constituency. 

Mr. Jos. James, of Actinolite, was 
then called upon for a brief address. 
He said Mr. Carscallen had done more 
for North Hastings than any other 
mn. He was the promoter of the 
extensive mining operations about 
Marmora and in other parts of the 
riding. In concluding his remarks he 
said the electors did not want a repre- 
sentative who had no faith in the min- 
eral resources of North Hastings 

Mr. Corby was the first to address 
the gathering. He gave a general talk 
on the trade policy of the government 
and expressed himself as being opposed 
to the pol’cy of allowing corn to be 
imported from the United States free of

had been urging it on. Dr. Montigue 
aroused considerable enthusiasm and 
|. was loudly cheered on taking his seat. 
Mr. J. W.Garvin was the next speaker. 
| He spoke slight:ngly cf Sir Richard 
| Cartwright as being an old man rele- 
gated to a secondary position, where he 
could do no harm, and told in a very 
| interesting manner one of Hugh Joho 
| Macdonald’s bear stories. 
Mr. Clarke, of Toronto, followed and 
spoke appreciatingly of the beautiful 
| scenery through which he passed com- 
\ing from Ivanhoe to Madoc, and com- 
plimented the electors upon their intelli- 
gence and the indications of thrift shown 
by themselyesandintheirtown. He re- 
called the efforts and achievements of 
the late chieftain, Sir John Macdonald, 
| the mention of whose name was gener- 
j ally a signal for applause, and added 
ithat when he (Sir John) was in power 
| Sir Charles Tupper was his right hand 
| man, and that, now that the cld chief- 
| tain was dead and his right hand sup- 
| porter was leading the party, it was 
‘only fitting that the son of the old 
| chieftain should be the right hand sup- 
;port of the present leader. He said 
| there was on foot both in Canada and 
| Great Britain a movement towards re- 
| ciprocal preferential trade between Can- 
‘ada and Great Britain, that the cham- 
| ber of commerce in England had placed 
| themselves on record as in favor of such 
and that it was the policy of 


ja policy 
the Conservative party to secure it so 
that the products of the people of Can- 
| ada might have an advantage oyer the 
products of other countries in the mar- 
‘kets of Great Britain. He contended 
that Hon. G. W. Ross, the present 
premier of Ontario, Lad, some years 
ago, argued in favor of such a course, 
and had undertaken to show how ic 
would be both possible and beneficial to 
Canadians, but that mow he had 
changed his views and was now con- 
tending that it was beyond all reason- 
able probability that such a_ policy 
should be acceptable to Great Britain. 
Speaking of the change from depression 
to prosperity, Mr. Clarke held that the 
present great prosperity was the result 
of Providence and the course pursued 
by the Conservatives when they 
adopted the N.P, in i878; that had it 
not been for them the|present prosperity 
would haye been much less than what 
itis. In conclusion, he stated that Sir 
Wilfred Laurier and the French were 
looking to independence when the time 
should be ripe for it, so that Canada 
might separate from Great Britain as 
the ripe fruit falls from the parent 
stem, whereas Sir Charles Tupper was 
for British connection to the end.

A HOROLO GICAL ACHIEVEMENT. 


One of the Meat tnierestieg Clocks of 
the Centary. 

Messrs. William Potts & Sons, the 
well known clock makers of Leeda, 
England, have just constructed for 
what is claimed to be the 
greatest horological achievement of 
the century. The clock is a huge one, 
and in it are combined many features 
of the most remarkable clocks in the 
world, such as those at Berne and 
Strasburg cathedral. 

The huge \lock dial, which is of 
polished copper with the figures in- 
scribed upon it in blue, is flanked up- 
on either sidg by a maii-clad knight, 
each holding above his head a battle 
ax, Which serves to strike the gongs 
at the quarters and houra. Above the 
clock, upon a kind of perch, stands 
a large cockere!

Inthe season of 1899-1900 Great 
Britain imported 53,903 tons of 
foreign and 74,702 tons ‘of colonial 
cheese, and of this no less than 
70,549 tons went from Canada. 
Little cheese now goes to England 
trom the United States. Comment- 
ing upon the fact that Canadian 
cheese has crowded the “American’ 
article out of the market, Mr. Mar- 
shall Halstead, the United States 
Consul at Birmingham, writing to 
his government at Washington, 
remarks than the consuls over there 


“haye for many years pointed 
out that the shipment = of 
filled cheeses from the United 


States would kill the demand for 
cheese from that country, and this 
prediction now seems to have come 
true.”’ During the year the import- 
ation of cheese has fallen off, as it has 
been doing steadily for some, time 
owing to the cheapness of imported 
meat, of which the work!ing people 
of Great Britain are constantly 
using more. For the year Canada 
sent nearly 5,000 tons less cheese 
than in the preceding year, but 
nearly 6,000 tons more of Canadian 
butter went to England. The 
Times expresses the opinion that 
Canada will devote the growth of 
her dairies to the production of 


greater quantities of butter for 
export, having already almost a 
monopoly in the cheese trade.

children to get to the school build- 
ings. In the summer gardens, too, the 
children are kept under the eyes of 
their teachers at a period of the year 
when many of them are allowed to 
run wild and entirely without re- 
straint of home or school influences. 

Summer kindergartens have been 
conducted this year at three Pueblo 
schools. Near each there is a small 
garden where flowers and vegetables 
were grown by the children under the 
direction of their teachers. In most 
cases each child had an individual plot 
in addition to a general space in which 
all were interested. Work in the gar- 
dens took up the children’s time be- 
tween 9and 11.30 o'clock inthe morn- 
ing when it was cool. Games and light 
work indoors occupied the afternoons. 
For (he individual plots each child had 
two or three vegetables, such as corn, 
beans and cabbage. They were pro- 
vided with watering cans and taught 
how to use garden tools in keeping 
the ground in condition. Their atten- 
tion was also directed to the stages in 
the life of a plant from seed to seed. 
They made drawings of leaves, trees, 
and birds, and as a special reward 
they were permitted to color the best 
of these drawings with water colors. 
In the plots cultivated in common 
there was a wide variety of plant life) 
~~lettuce, radishes, squash, | 
watermelons, canteloupes and peanuts, | 
besides the flowers. In the latter part | 
of the summer the lunches of the chil- 
dren were obtained in a large mea- |

A Letter From a Citizen Criticising State- 
ments Made by Several of the Speakers 
at the Conservative Convention Held 
Last Week. 


To tHe Epirtor : 

With your permission, Mr. Editor, I | 
should like, in fairness to the public, to 
answer some of the statements made | 
upon the public platform by the Con-.

If the rank and file of the party were 
consulted more frequently and their 
interests discussed with them, instead 
of for them, by professional politicians, 
their interests would be conserved. an 
the leaders, instead of making blunders 
at theexpense of those they should serve, 
as has been the case, through want of 
practical information, would, if honest, 
save this unnecessary waste of time, 
energy and resources. It is a well 
known fact that the party, once com- 
mitted to a principle, whether right or} 
wrong, sends the heelers out to drum up| 
the rest, who do their own thinking and | 
hesitate about urging on a course that is! 
likely to injure their own interests and | 
those of the country. If they dare to! 
refuse, they are threatened and whipped | 
into line by all the party machinery be- 
ing brought to operateavainst them,even 
down to the pettiest details. where! 
politics should be unknown. But, it

As tothe Drummond county railway 
deal, so called by the opposition, it is 
well ksewn that charges of corrup- 
tion were hinted at, andthat Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, in order to satisfy the public 
and stop further insinuationson the part 


|of the opposition, called for a coummis- 


sion, which, after sitting for several 


| days without being \able to find any 


fraudulent transaction, asked the 
opposition members jf they had any 
more evidence to offer or wished any 
other witnesses called; Hon. John Hag- 
gart, minister of railways in the late 
government, replied by saying, ‘We 
never made any charges of corruption.” 

For a number of years under Con- 
servative rule the annualdeficit on the 
Intercolonial railway was $500,000, 
but, by its having been extended from 
Levis to Montreal, the emporium of 
the Dominion, the deficit has been 
extinguished, and now there its a 
surplus of over $60,000 in it place. 

In the Crow's Nest Pass the govern- 
ment secured from the C.P.R. conces- 
sions of three cents per hundred-weight 
on freight charges for grain and flour, 
and from ten percent to thirty-three and 
a third percent on other kindsof freight 
In addition to this, the government 
retains the right of regulating the 
charges made by the road on the new 
line, besides the privilege of granting 
running powers to otner roads over the 


| fame line and secured from the com- 


pany the title to 60,000 acres of coal 
lands, thus preventing a monopoly in 
either freight rates or coal, 

Dr. Montague is reported to have 
charged the present government with 
having promised and failed to secure a 
measure of reciprocity. What they did 
promise was to try. That they made 
an effort is proven by the fact that they 
incurred some expense in so doing. 
They did not succeed; perhaps because 
the people of the United States, taking 
their cue from the leaders of the Von- 
seryative party and from the Conser- 
vative press. thought that the Liberals 
would give all they (the U.S.) asked 
and asked above what was jast. Sir 
Wilfred and his party refused to barter 
away Canadian interests and returned 
home, only to grant the preference to 
British goods thus giving the Mother 
Country an advantage of thirty-three 
and a third percent. over the people of 
the United States in the Canadian mar- 
ket. This act of loyalty on the part of 
Sir Wilfred and his party won the com- 
mercial sentiment of Great Britain, and | 
the result has been an enormous in- 


| crease of sales of all kinds of Canadian 


products in the British markets. We 
have sold more because Great Britain 
has seen fit to buy from us rather than 
from the U.s. It is true that corn and| 
some other things used largely by the 
Canadian farmer have been put upon 
the free list, and it is also true that the 
farmers have made great use of this 
opportunity to produce as cheaply as 
possible stock for the British market by 
buying their raw material more cheaply 
than they can proluce it. *’ The proof 
of the pudding is in the eating” and, ifthe 
farmers did ‘not find it co their interests 
to buy foreign corn, they would not do 
so, and the arguments adduced by D:.

dent of the Brirish Empire League, on 
May 2nd, 1899, wrote the present gov- 
ernment as follows: “I do not think 
thatin any of those speeches you will 
find anvthing to support the view of 
my opinion on the question of the policy 
of granting preferential trade to the 
colonies which appears to have been 
held by Sir Charles Tupper.” Oa Apri! 
Srd, 1000. in the Imperial House of 
Commons, Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
a member of Lord Salisbury’s govern- 
ment, spoke as follows: * All I have 
done is to point out that, following the 
language used by Ripon, my pre- 
decessor, if there is to be any kind of 
fiscal arrangement with the colonies, 
the only form which | myself think 
would be yewed with the M@ightest 
favor in this country would be an Im- 
perial Zollyereim in which therebhould 
be free trade between the whole émpire 
and duties of some kind ajainst other 
countries.” Sir Wilfred Laurier has 
taken the first step towards that goal. 
He has reduced the tariff on British 
goods one third. But Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s plans call for two more steps of 
the same kind in order to remove the 
remaining two-thirds and, when that 
is done, the British are prepared to con- 
sider mutual preferences. How can 
Sir Charles Tupper and his party take 
that step when they consider the one 
already taken as one too great to meet 
the approval of Canadian manufactur- 
ers? Further, the Chambers of Com- 
merce in England appeinted a com- 
mittee to interview Lord Salisbury on 
the same question, but he refused to 
hear them. Hence, without a right- 
about-face in England the mutual pref- 
erence is simply an addled . and 
may be used to appease the chaltched 
hopes of one no longer fruitful, 
wzstiy, | wish to direct the attention

dants in Canada. From this vantage 
ground he views Canada as a whole 
and the British empire asa unity ad- 
yancinz in the interests of ‘civilization. 
He believes it to be his great duty to 
unité firmly and closely all races and 
creeds in Canada—the mother country's 
right arm--and bind her to all parts of 
the empire, and, in addition thereto, to 
foster the friendliest relations between 
the British empire and the United 
States. When the enemies of tho 
empire saw the approaching struggle in 
South Africa and began to mutter, Sir 
Wilfred was decided to atand by her to 
the last, but did not proclaim it with a 
flourish of trumpets, because many 
things required to be considered. First, 
no clause in the constitution gave 
authority; then, it was the first time 
that Canada eyer took such a step, and, 
lastly, Quebec was not so enthusiastic 
in a foreign war as were the English 
speaking provinces. He p in 
genuine British style. He had no 
authority from the constitution, but 
waited upon the voice of the people of 
Canada, because be recognized that he 
was not the people, but the representa- 
tive of the people, ready*to do their bid- 
ding. Further, he wanted toact as the 
representative of a united people and, 
instead of plunging in, heedless of the 
yoice of Quebec and thus arousin 
jealousy by ignoring the sentiments o 
a large section of the Canadian people, 
he gaye the attentive ear, he acknow- 
leiged their righta, he perauaded, he 
won and swung the less enthusiastic 
into line, and in good time sent forward 
contingents, neither French nor Eng- 
lish, but united British Canadians, 
representing « united Canada, All 
honor, I say to one who can stand un- . 
moved in the storm of criticism and see 
clearly and act wisely the part of a true 
patriot and loyal son of Canada, con- 
tent to accept the reward that is sure 
to come, when, in a clearer atmosphere 
with preiatto buried and manhood 
honored, he shall be spoken of as a 
statesman who loved his country and

A physician who has been investi- 
gating the matter says that from the 
weeds growing in a pool of stagnant 
water in a pasture he has been able 
to develop and cultivate the gena- 
ine tubercolosis germ, and cited the 
fact as a strong argument in favor 
ot farnishing the cow with a supply 
of pure water. Stagnant water in a 
pasture means disease to the 
animals, and neither the milk nor 
the flesh of such cattle is an attrac- 
tive thing to think about. 


The big demand this season for 
hog products, both for home 
markets and for export has materi- 
aly reduced stock. In some lines 
supplies are almost cleared up, and 
there is talk of the necessity of 
importing the produce at an early 
date from the United States. There 
has been a good profit in hogs this 
year. Feed is more abundant. 
That has contributed to the increase 
of the hog crop. The high standard 
maintained by the Canadian 
packers has Leen the means of 
increasing the demand in the British 
markets, and generally of fostering 
the industry at home.

HOW TO TAKE MEDICINE. 

Quinine should be taken half an 
hour before meala; iron, oils and acids 
after eating, that they may be di- 
gested with the food. Iodide of pot- 
asaium is always given after meals; 
it i said’ thea to be less liable to 
disorder the digestion. When a medi- 
cine w ordered to be given “ three 
times a day,” the doctor should be 
asked whether it is to be taken before 
In cases of severe ill- 
ness this direction means once in eight 
j hours, for day and night are alike 
| then to gure@e and patient. An opi- 
ate should never be given without the 
doctor's order. It is 
an unprofessional person to tell when 
it may de harm. When a sedative of 
any kind is given the room must be 
darkened and kept quiet. The suffer- 
er should lie on tha right side and 
try to sleep. The nurse must take 
, Care that the feet are warm and the 
bed coverings comfortably arranged. 

When there are noises in the street, 
or in the house, that cannot be con- 
trolled, a piece of cotton, wool or 
waéte preased into each ear will ob- 
iviate the difficulty, as far as the in- 
valid is concerned, and insure the ne- 
cessary stillness, A graduated glass 
to measure fluids should always be 
used, as exactness is of great import- 
The siae of spoons differs so 
greatly it ia not safe to trust to 
such varying quantity in measure- 
ment. When the medicine is given in 
drops a dropper ia useful to secure 
uniformity in the doses. It is some. 
times difficult to get the drops to 
fall regularly over the edge of the 
bottle, too much of the contents 
comes out at once, and is wasted if 


‘it is being dropped into water. This 


can be avoided by moistening the 
edge firet, or by holding the cork so 
the dropa will fall from it. When a 
pereon ia very ill the covered spoons 
wold for the purpose are convenient 
for giving medicine; it can be put 4 
in the mouth without raising the 
head from the pillow. A little am- 
meonia, or alcohol, will cleanse a glass 
that has contained oil. The utensils 
uéed in giving medicine should be 
carefully washed and dried after each 
dose.

Canada in many respects isa dupli- 
cate of the United States. The nat- 
ural products of the {wo countries are 
very much the same, With the excep- 
tion of such prodects as are brought 
from the semi-tropical south. there are 
few articles produced by the United) 
States which Canada dow not also pro- | 
duce, The two countries find in agri-| 
cultural products the greatest field and | 
these form the great bulk of the total | 
exports of the two countries. In re- 
gard to minerals the two countries are 
about equally resourceful, the only dif-| 
ference being that Canada has had less) 
than one dollar of capital for deyelop- | 


ina her mines for every twenty spent} 


for similar purposes in the United | 


States. 
some respects in agriculture, but clim- 
ate cuts no figure in m'ning. Canada 
has as larve an area as the United 
States, and there is every reason to 
believe that this country is as rich in 
mineral products as is the Unite. 
States. But. in the markets of Great 
Britain and Europe, we have done prac- 


tically nothing in the way of competing 
with our neighbors, in the manufacture 
and sale of leading products of the! 
mine. While the United States is ship- 
ping rails to Europe and Asia, while | 
its exports of iron and steel and their | 
product’ are increasing by leaps an 

pounds, Canada has scarcely begun to 
make iron fdr her own There is 
no more reason why Canada should 
not compete with the United States | 
in iron and steel than in wheat, 
butter, cheese and pork. We have all 
the requisites for the economic produc- 
tion of iron and steel, not only in the 

maritime provinces, but right here in 
the heart of Ontario. And here is an 
evportunity for our members of par- 
liament to distinguish themselves. 
What we want in Canada, and especial- 
ly in Ontario, is a vigorous policy 
looking towards the development of 
our iron mines and the manufacture of 
pig iron, steel rails and all kinds of 
structural iron. There is a world-wide 
market for such articles, Canada is 
not limited te her own markets. She 
has the world for her field. While 
it is becoming more and more ex- 
rénsiye to manufacture iron in Great 
Britain and Europe it ought to be the 
very reverse in Canada. It is not im- 
probable that Sydney, C B., will sur- 
pass even Alabama in the cheap pro- 
duction of iron, and there is no reason 
why Ontario should not haye furnac.s 
working as economically and success- 
fully as tho«e at Pittabure. It is satis- 
factory to notice that we haye, at 
least, made a beginning. Pig irou is 
now being produced in increasing quan- 

tities at Hamilton an! Deseronto and 
within a week or two the new smelting 


works at Midland will be put into cper- | 


ation, which will increase the output 
to a considerable extent. 

Our deficiency in Ontario seems to be 
more in the production of ore than in 
the monufacture of iron. ‘he com- 
pany at Hamilton finds it necessary to 
import considerable quantities of ore 
from the United States, but this is 
looked upon as only being a temporary 
service. The Algoma company has got 
well adyanced in the opening up of its 
iron properties in Michipicotren, and it 
is now claimed that the company is 
shipping 4,000 tons per week although 
the mine only made its first shipment 
in July. It will be a year or two 
before che Atikokan ranges can be 


opened up, where the supply of iron ore | 


is said tgbe unlimited. Pending the 
development of the mines in that dis- 
trict and the completion of the Rainy 
River railway the owners of iron 
mines here and at ocher points of

There are 
far larger and more promising coal 
fields on the southwest coaats of 
Spitzbergen, and Norwegian vessels 
during their fishing cruises have been 
giving them particular attention as 
a possible source of profit. There ‘is 
now much confidence in Norway that 
money may be made in Spitzbergen 
coal mining, and the result is that 
during the past season several com- 
panies have been formed at various 
ports to carry on miming operations 
in these new fields. Tha Arctic regi- 
ons, within three centuries, have sup- 
plied many millions of dollars’ worth 
of commodities such as whale oil and 
bone, fish, furs and oryolite, and it re- 
mains to be seen whether coal may 
be made an additional source of 
wealth from the north frigid zone.

LIBERAL USE OF BUTTER. 

No dietetic reform would be more 
conducive to improve health among 
children and especially to the preven- 
tion of tuberoulosia, than an increase 
in the consumption of butter, says an 
exchange. Our children are trained to 
take butter with great restraint, and 
are told that it is greedy and extrav- 
agant to eat much of it. It ia re- 
garded ag a luxury, and as giving a 
relish to bread, rather than in itself 
a most important article of food. 
Even in private families of the weal- 
thy classes t rules prevail at ta- 
ble, and at schbols and at public board- 
ing establishments they receive strong 
re-enforcemente from economical mo- 
tives. Minute allowances of butter 
are gerved ont to those who would 
gladly consume five times the quan- 
tity. Where the house income makes 
this a matter of necessity there is lit- 
tle more to be eaid than that it is 
often a costly economy. Enfeebled 
health may easily entail a far heay- 
ier expense than a more liberal break- 
fast would have done. 

Cod liver oil costs more than but- 
ter, and, it ia besides, often not re- 
sorted to until too late. Instead of 
restricting a child’s consumption of 
butter, encourage it. Let the limit be 
the power of digestion and the tend- 
ency to biliousness. Most children 
may be allowed to follow their own in- 
clinationas and will not take more than 
ia good for them. The butter should 
be of the beat, and taken cold. Bread, 
dry toast, biscuits, potatoes and rice 
are good vehicles. Children well sup- 
plied with butter feel the cold leas 
than others, and resist the influenga 
better. They do not “catch cold” eo 


easily. In speaking of children, I by 
no means intend to exclude other 
ages, especially young adults. Grown- 
up persons, however, take other ani- 
ma! fats more freely than most chil- 
dren do, and are, besides, allowed 
much freer selection as to quality 
and quantity.

TRIP BY MINING STUDENTS. 


About Forty of Them Visited Many Places 


of Miseralogical and Geological Interest 
la Nerth Hastings. Ae Account ef Their 
Excerslon. 


A party of nearly forty students 
:ifrom the school of mining, Kingston, 
under the direction of Profs: Nicol and 
Miller, left that city on Wednesday last 
}on a mineralogical and geological ex- 
cursion throngh the townships of Elze- 
vir, Madoc and Marmora. They spent 
Wednesday night at Tweed, Thure- 
day and Friday was spent in visiting 
many places of mineralogical interest 
in this section and on Saturday they 
returned to Kingston. They are loud 
in their praises of the accommodation 
and courtesy shown them by every one. 
The following is an a count of their 
excursion given by one of the party. 

At Tweed some difficulty was 

experienced in obtaining rigs for the 
trip, but finally the partv got away, 
Along the route Prof. Miller pointe! 
out p- Foes of geological interest, among 
which was a marble quarry, where the 
rock had been mined in the past. At 
Actinolite, many of the buildings are 
constructed of marble, which is a most 
unusual sight. oshow its durability 
we need only mention that a church, 
constructed of this material, was 
burned, but the walls were left intact 
enough to be used in the reconstruction, 
At this place also Mr. James has his 
Actinolite mill, where the mineral 
brought from his mine, seven miles 
{| distant, is ground to a tine powder 
-| and shipped to be used as fireproof roof- 
ing material in Chicago, Philadelphia 
and. other great cities of the union 
Mr, James very kindly showed the 
tho students his establishment, and 
explainel his method of grinding the 
material. This gentleman has also 
large yeins of mispickle on his proper- 
tv which he expects to develop in the 
future. At this place good specimens 
of mispickle, magnetite and actinolite 
were 0 :
